The firſt is ſo cruel and /barbarous, 
ſo ſhocking to humanity, as well as to 
good policy, that it can only be juſtifiable by di- 
vine command, which we all know was the caſe 
with the Jews, the only people who ſteadily pur- 
ſued that method of conqueſt. The ſecond was 
followed by Alexander the Great, in his conqueſt 
of Perſia. which had ſuch an effect, that though 
immediately after his death, his ſucceſſion was diſ- 
puted by the bloodieſt wars among bis Captaina, yet 
none of the conquered nations took ad of 
theſe diſſentions to recover their liberty, or to rein- 
ſtate the deſcendants of their ancient monatrchson the 
throne. This method has likewiſe been adopted by 
the Tartars in China; the conquerors of China are ; 
now becomeChinefe; which naturally happenswhen | 
a comparatively ſmall number of warlike barbarians 
ſubdue a civilized, numerous, but effeminate people. 
But the third method of ſecuring conqueſts, is moſt 
agreeable to the nature of things, and to dhe cha- 
racter and dignity of conquerors, conqueſts being 
generally made by the ſtronger over the weaker, 
the civilized over the barbarous, and the free over 
the ſlaves. This method ſeems to have been pur- 
ſued by the Greeks. in their ſettlements in Aſia 
Minor, Sicily, and Italy, which appear to have been 
a mixture of conqueſt and colonization. But it 
was invariably followed by the Romans, who cer- 
tainly owed to that meaſure both the rapidity and 
permanence of their conqueſts. The Engliſh have 
been ſo little uſed to making conqueſts, or rather 
to keeping what they have made, that it is no won- 
der they have not till lately adopted any ſteady plan 
with reſpect to them. Their only eonqueſts be-

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fore. the, late war were Minorca, and part of the 
Iſland af St. Kitt s,. The French who remained in

At laſt, however, the wiſe and juſt policyabonds 
mentioned, has been luckily adopted by the Eng- 
liſh in the conqueſts they retained at the late peace. 
It has happily ſucceeded in Canada and Welt Flo- 
rida, for in Eaſt Florida none of the original ĩnha- 
bitants remained. No inconveniences have fal- 
lowed, and no complaints have been made 
it, except by Mr. M -l himſelf in the Political 
Regiſter.“ It would have ſucceeded to greater 
perfection ſtill in the Colony of G-——a, where 
the planters are more civilized than the Coureurs de. 
Bois of the Continent, and of courſe more ſenſible 
of the advantages derived from a regulzr ſyſtem of 
liberty. But here it was interrupted by tha low 
prejudices, arbitrary diſpoſition, and hypocritical 
zeal of Governor M II. He did all in his 
power, and has been too ſucceſsful in converting: 
that wholeſome aliment into poiſon. 

This leads to the conſideration of the influence 
which-a very powerful "ingredient in human na- 
tute, we mean the religious principle, poſſeſſes i in 
the treatment which conquerors are apt to 
to the conquered.

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d be the religion of all others the beſt;calculared 


for promoting and ſecuring the happineſs of man- 
kind, was extremely happy in this reſpect. From 


the fundamentel maxims of Paganiſm, it was'im- 


poſſible for the old Greeks or Romans, whether 
they conquered or only travelled, to perſecute or 


even diſpute with people amonſt whom they came 


on the ſcore of religion. They either found out 
that the inhabitants worſhipped the fame gods 


with themſelves, though under different names, 


or elſe they diſcovered that the gods they worſhip- 


| Ped, were the gods of the country, or place; 


therefore whilſt there, they thought themſelves 


obliged to worſiip them too. On this account, 4 


Grecian or Roman Governor would have felt none 
of Mr.,,M——1!'s religious qualms; though he 
might not have believed in the real preſence, in- 


| deed he would never have troubled his head about 


that. and ſome other ſpeculative doctrines he would 
have certainly paid divine -honours to the Virgin 
and all the Saints; he would have thought them 
the the local deities of G—n—a. God forbid we 
ſhould recommend: ſuch a conformity to any Bri- 
tiſh. ſubje& z we could only with that he might fo 
far embiac; the mild and benevolent principles of 
Paganiſm, as to believe that Popery was at preſent

Itants might be ſuffered to believe as they were 
bred ; and indulging them with all the privileges 


_ of Britiſh ſubjects, make them Britons firſt and 


Proteſtants afterwards. Which has happened in 
St. Kitts, whuld ſoon be the caſe in G—n—a. 
This ſyſtem, quite conſiſtent with our holy re- 


formed religion, and its tolerating maxims, with 


the tenor of our laws, and the ſoundeſt policy, o-

tred is inexpiable, and has long been proverbial, 
Mr. Ml, it is well known, is the offspring 
of a Theologian, one of a ſect not remarkabl for 
comprehenſive charity; and it is not impoſ- 

fible; but this man, amidſt all his libzrtiniſm 
may ſtill retain thoſe narrow prejudices which 
he ſucked” in with his mother's milk, and 
imbibed in his early youth, But he is only 
the more unfit on that account for the government 
he poſſeſſes, and now wants to. exerciſe.
